the People

Without Food—Flames Driven by 
a Furious 
Wind — Big 
Fire at 


Racine. 


Duluth, Minn., June 8—-Virginia, one 


of the largest towns of the Mesaba iron 
range, sixty miles north of Duluth, hav- 
kg 3,000 populati&n, was practically 
wiped out of existence by fire yesterday 
for the second time, having undergone 


The 
the same experience in June, 1893. 
entire business section, except a few 
dwellings and the schoolhouse and one 
or two churcbea, were on fire in less 
than an hour from the time the flames 
broke out. 


There is practically nothing to eat left 


in the village, and no one in the city has 
had anything since yesterday. 
There is 


absolutely no bedding or anything of 
that nature in the town. The water 
plant which supplied the village with 
tire protection wae in the path of the 
fire between the mill and the town, and 
was one of the first buildings to be 
burned 
The fire apparatus was also 


destroyed while going to the mill fire. 


The burned district includes about 


twenty blocks and the number of build- 
ings destroyed number about 150. 
The 


loss is estimated .it $500,000 and the 
insurance will not exceed one-quarter 
of that.

The village of Biwabik, directly in 


line of the wind, was reported to be 
burning this morning, bat although 
there are fires around there the village 
is safe. The entire country is parched 
and dry. 


The wind is blowing hard today and

been carried off by the Boers to Nooit- 
gedacht, in the Eland River Valley. 


Nor did he tell how the Boers made 


an orderly retirement from Pretoria, 
carrying off all their guns and the roll- 
ing stock, thus frustrating General 
French's attempt to cut off their retreat. 


Chairman J. G. Johnson of the executive 
committee said yesterday that the action 
of the New York and Indiana conve.n- 
tions in instructing the delegates of 
thosp states for Bryan removed all 
doubts as to whether or not he would 
be nominated at Kansas City.

Nine Reported Killed Near Stockbridge, 


Wis., as Result of Beheading 


' Child in Play. 


Green Bay, Wis,, June 8—A train

brought a report of a child having its 
head cut off by a playmate and of eight 
men being.killed at a barn raising, near 
Stockbridge. According to the story .qf 
the trainmen, there was a barn, raiding 
near Stockbridge, a large number of the

Washington, June S.—Congress ad- 


journed sine die Thursday afternoon at 
5 o'clock, the house in scenes o£ ex- 
•citement, the senate, sedate and decor- 
ous. The principal feature o£ the clos- 
ing day in the house was the reversal 
o£ its action last night in "turning 
down" the conferees on the naval bill 
Jor yielding on the item relating to 
ocean surveys. Over night the senti- 
ment of the house underwent a com- 
plete change. 


Speaker Henderson said in his vale- 


dictory: 


"Gentlemen of the House o£ Repre- 


sentatives: We ;will in a few moments 
lave completed our session's work. It 
las been a session or earnest, patriotic 
•effort, of unremitting toil. This house 
has demonstrated that men may meet 
•on great fields of contest and part'as 
irientJs. 
This body has considered 


inany great, novel national questions. 
That fervor which enters into debate 
•on the eve of a great national conflict 
has been present, but guided by intelli- 
gence and manly courage. At the open- 
ing of this session I* took the chair 
with that fear and apprehension which 
•every conscientious man should feel. I 
appealed to you for support and kindly 
.aid. Not for one moment have you 
1 orgotten that appeal, but your sustain- 
ing influence has made it possible to 
consider these mighty problems ot the 
lour and never allow the legislator 
and the gentleman to sink below" the 
high level of manhood. In parting, I 


you from my heart a pleasant va-

On May 15 the house bill making ap- 


propriations for the military academy 
being under 
discussion, Congressman 


. Davidson took opportunity to speak on 


the bill and to express his gratification 
at the action of the house in passing 
the bill increasing the appropriation for 
the National Guard from $400,000 to 


. 81,000,000. In the course of the speech 


Mr. Davidson said: 


"The National Guard' of Wisconsin, 


owing to the high state of efficiency to 
which it has been brought by its pres- 
ent adjutant general and by his prede- 
cessors in office, stands today, in my 
judgment, second to none in the coun- 
try. Before the Spanish war this na- 
tional Guard was in splendid condition. 
It has the annual drill at a camp where 
lessons in practical campaign work are 
thoroughly taught, and it is to the 
honor of the Wisconsin National Guard 
that within four hours after orders were 
received from the general government 
the quota to which Wisconsin was en- 
titled was filled and the several compan- 
ies and regiments were on board trains 
enroute to the place of1 rendezvous. 


"As a further illustration of their ef- 


ficiency and splendid"organization, I de- 
sire to refer to an incident which took 
place at Chicatnauga, to which camp 
they were ordered. As the Wisconsin 
regiments left the train and marched to 
the place assigned them in the camp, 
they passed in review before the general 
commanding, who asked, 'What regi- 
ments are these?' 
When told that they 


were the National Guard of Wisconsin, 
he replied, 'Those regiments are .ready 
to go to the front today.' 
Since the 


close of the Spanish war the National 
Guard of our state has been thoroughly 
reorganized and today is in Better con- 
dition than evtr before. 
At enlistment 


each man,is thoroughly inspected, and, 
in my judgment, almost without' excep- 
tion the companies aa now made up 
would pass the necessary examination: to 
entitle each man to be mustered into the 
United States service. The militia has 
never been found wanting in patriotism 
or in readiness to serve its country. 


"It3:members are the flower of the 


jstate. They are men of character, in- 
telligence and education—men who do 
not enlist for the purpose of-being sup- 
ported by the state or by the govern- 
ment, but for the purpose of being edu- 
cated in the ecience of warfare, that thev 
may Better serve their country in her 
hour of need. They devote many hours 
and days to this service without com- 
pensation. How important it ie, there- 
fore that when the country does need 
their servicas, it should be in a position 
to secure it, and in return it should not 
hesitate to appropriate sufficient money 
eo that the guard may be thoroughly 
equipped nnd ready for whatever service 
they may be called upon to perform.

THOUGHTFUL ADDRESS DELIV- 


ERED HERE LAST NIGHT. 


Opening Session of the Convention ol 


the Wisconsin Municipal League— 
Speech of Welcome Made by Mayor 
Richardson—Response 
by Mayor 


Douglas of Monroe. 


The informal opening of the League 


of Wisconsin Municipalities in the Oir 
cuit Court Chambers last evening was 
an interesting nnd instructive event but 
the small attendance was not encourag 
ing. 
The orchestra from 
the State 


School for the Blind was present and 
gave some excellent music. Mayor V. 
P. Kiehnrdson opened the meeting with 
an address of welcome. He said in 
part: 


'Such occasions as this mark an 


epoch in the development of municipal 
government for never until such leagues 
as this wore formtid have the citizens of 
different cities united in one common 
effort for mutual good and the result of 
the work of this and sipilar organiza- 
tions must be'great and "far reaching. 


"Aside from those who have given the 


matter study few of us realize the great 
struggle that is going, on all aronnd, us 
and of which we are a part. The great 
struggle between those forces .in our 
ci ,-ilization 
which on the one hand 


would rob us of our individuality as 
citizens and on the other hand would 
strengthen us against that centralization 
of power that if unrestrained will prove 
our ruin as a nation. 


'Out of the chaoe that terminated a 


generation ago in our civil war, there 
soon appeared these two forces, the one 
tending towards the building up of a 
;reat national power, which by moral 
ind physical, forje is to 
impiess our 


forms and our ideals on the other peo- 
ple of the world, and the other which by 
juilding up the rights of the individual 
s to so preserve the standing of the 
?itizen that while we have the strongest, 
we will have at the same time the freest 
government in the world. This combi- 
nation has always be&p the aim of states- 
men Bnd the 'dream of every 'lover of 
nvankind.

otherwise than 


productive of good. 
The League has 


no fads to exploit and no theories ot 
municipal.government to promote, but 
t is among the aims of the organization 
;o meet the practical municipal questions 
of the day -with intelligent thought and 
o suggest proper and adequate action. 
3y this organization much foolish ex 
>enditureof money will .be .saved. Th? 
Leagues all over the United States are 
working for a model charter which shall 
abolish the evils 'now attendant upon 
municipal government and grant home 
•ule to the large cities with complete 
egislative power vested in the common 
council 


Then followed Governor ScoSeld in a 


:ithy and pointed address on the duties 
of citizenship as follows: 


GOI-. SoHelel's Address 


Mr. President nnd Gentlemen:—Citizenship, 
ts duties nnd possibilities, is a well-worn sub- 
ect in public gatherings of this kind; but if it 
were more threadbare tlian it is,. it would still 
>e timely and appropriate, for we are yet far. 
n this great nation of ours, from an ideal citi- 
zenship. Indeed'tis doubtful if wo have yet 
conceived an ideal, high enough forthosoen- 
oyine the glorious privilege of American citi- 
zenship to roacii after. We can never form an 
deal, however, any more than we can icach 
one, without seeking to do so; and the truest 
md most effective seeking, here as in other 
lelds, is in the application o£ remedies to 
known evils. That is to say, we will tho sooner 
reach an ideal citizenship by ^remedying tho 


vils wo see, neglecting none. 
There are higher interests involved in citizen- 


ship than these of dollars and cents, though all 
Interests are so closely related as to bo diffi- 
cult of separation. Those considered as purely 
political, are highly important; and hero our 
sins of omission are still srreator than in tho 
lomain of business. I do not ask you to become 
statesmen or politicians, but citizens in tho 
;ruest sense, when I urge you to como to an in- 
;olligent understanding of your obligations. 
Wo do not need political doctrinarians who the- 
orize upon the political duties, of others, but 
citizens who will recognize ULOS.O duties as per- 
sonal, and will courageously perform them. 


Political timl JTteligiouB. Duties 


So important is it that the political obliga- 


tions of citizenship bo mot, that I um disposed 
to class them' witli religious duties. Tho found 
ers of this nation so classed them. Wo shall 
reach a higher civilization when every intelli- 
gent man comes to place tho duties of citizen- 
ship amonj,'tho sacred obligations of life. A 
man cannot neglect his clnty to lus family with- 
out being ari object of reproach ; yotby common 
consult and participation in the wroug, wo ox 
cuse tho man who ignores his obligations lo tho 
state which protects him and makes it possible 
for him to provide for his family. 


So many evils (low from this indilTcrenco to, 


or ignorance of, our political obligations, that 
it cannot bo too 
severely deprecated, nor 


touched'upon too often. You who arc dissatis- 
fied witli tho public service, do you know that 
tho remedy for the ovil lies in your own hands? 
You who object that politics are run in tho in- 
terest of tho few, and that fow tho worst, cun 
make politics what you will. In the one matter 
of thocivil'service .do you not know t h a t i f t h e 
people of this state generally wore to interest 
themselves but for n year or two in primary 
elections, the whole system of public service 
would be revolutionized and all appointive 
oifices would bo filled on the basis of competen- 
cy and fitness, and the tenuro of the incumbents 
made to rest upon merit, rather than upon obli- 
gations for political service? This, gentlemen, 
is practical civil service reform. 


Must Not Shirk Roponslbilitles 


To the average citizen tho work of carrying 


on public affairs seems remote, and ho does not 
charge himself with the duty of getting near to 


it. But it means very much to your interest anc 
mine that pubiic business be discreetly nnc 
honestly conducted, and -\ye certainly shoulc 
keep ourselves informed whether it is. What is 
more important to us than that we should have 
an upright and wise administration of public 
affairs? What comes closer to us than those 
rights guaranteed us by our citizenship, anc 
which we place! in jeopardy by tho neglect p 
the simplest duties? I wish .tonight to empha 
size the fact that wherein the public bxisiness 
either 
municipal 
or 'state, 
is 
not con- 


ducted wisely and honestly, you and I arc 
to blnmo. We cannot shirk our responsi 
bility by wilfully remaining in ignorance of the 
facts. Tho prim'ary principles of business in 
tegrity establish our responsibility. 
Perhaps 


in no one particular is the lack of a proper 
sense of responsibility known so clearly as in 
the matter of tax-paying. 
There can belittle 


doubt that the American pec pic are more care- 
less, to jut it mildly, ia regard to tax-paying 
than in relation;to any other public duty. IJ 
is not that more'money is needed. Certainly 
our owu state is raising all it needs at present, 
and something beside; but the trouble is rather 
the disposition to avoid paying which is so gen- 
erally manifest, and here our citizenship must 
be improved if we are to continue to grow as a 
nation. I wish to say here, in passing, that on 
the administrative side of government there is 
shown too much of a tendency to increase the 
public revenue through taxation. There is a 
serious danger here. Every dollar raised by 
taxation beyond tho legitimate needc; of gov- 
ernment invites extravagance and corruption, 
and thus jeopardizes the welfare of the state or 
nation. 


Laws Not a Panacea for All Ills 


There is too much of a disposition to look at 


the making of laws as the panacea for all the 
ills that besot us. But it is of so much greater 
importance, in the narrowest, as in tho widest 
sense, that each mtm do his duty honestly as a 
citizen. 
NVhat we need is not more laws, but 


jomo method of so stimulating tho conscience 
of the individual, that a man will be ashamed 
not to meet his political obligations. 
If each 


will "build over against his own house, the wall 
of protection against corrupt methods in poli- 
tics and slatternly ways of administering pub- 
lic affairs, will rise," 


There is no law or principle which will ab- 


solve us from a strict compliance with the du- 
ties of citizenship. You can no more delegate 
the duties of citizenship than you can delegate 
your religious duties. You and I have no right 
to neglect a single duty which it places upon 
us, in tho. hope that that duty will be per- 
formed by another. It is just as true in the po- 
litical world as in the field of morals, that 
vhatevor work you and I leave undone will 
jever be performed. 
I wish I might impress 


this upon you strongly. 
What we need above 


ill tilings, and it is so plainly emphasized—es- 
iccially in every city election in this state—is 
.n awakening of tho public conscience upon 
tho subject of citizenship 


Our Duties as Citizens 


It is blind patriotism to sit complaisantly 


irusting in the greatness of our American iu- 
ititutions while those institutions are being 
jndermined through our neglect to properly 
>rotoct them. I havo no doubt that tho rnnjor- 
ty of you are keenly alive to your religious du 
'ios, but I am here'to esty that no man can he 
truly religious, no man can be much more than, 
a hypocrite, who is devoting- himself to his so-' 
called religious cluties'and noplectintr the great 
duties of citizenship. I mean by that that true 
roligion'is altruistic; it is tho golden rule ap- 
jlied to tho things of every-day life; and the 
nan who does not do his manifest duty toward 
lis fcilowmen, cannot be truly religious. 
I am 


naking no mistake here. I do uot wish to de- 
ractanj from the importance of the religious 
obligations which rest upon every man, but I 
vant to emphasize nnd give proper importance 
;o those which, in the highest sense, arc relig- 
cus—our duties as citizens. 
. ...; 


Every time a dollar of the public money js 


wrongly expended it is our fault. And the real 
ovil is not merely that there may bo public 
noncy extravagantly used, or that there may 
30 corruption in its expenditure, but for every 
dollar that is wrongly expended, the beuelidia-r- 
.os of the state, the helpless classes .which we: 
lave so generously tried to provide for, arc 
wronged, and public morals are to that extent 
debauched. Every man who has a pride in be- 
ing a citizen of this state, or who receives the 
protection of the state, should feel a personal 
responsibility in this matter; and where the 
sense of responsibility is lacking, both the in- 
dividual and the state must sutler.

immediately had a photograph taken of tho 
scene of tho accident and have, in everyway, 
tried to collect all the information that was 
available immediately following the accident. 
By reference to my book kept for that purpose 
I iind that I have the history of a number ol 
cases where claims were not presented, but I 
believe this' practice has prevented tho.fil 


of many claims and has al«o prevented the 


bringing of many suits-after claims had been 
rejected. It has also enabled me to report to 
the committee cases where the accident hap 
pended through tho'fault of tho city, and to di 
justice to parties injured through tho neylec 
of tho city. During the past five ycarj the city 
has been advised to settle Jive or six cases bu 
has never paid a sum exceeding throe hundrec 
dollars. I found that contractors and builder 
in placing building materials upon the stree 
and digging, trenches and leaving them un 
guarded, wris a frequent cauao of injury an 
plaint.

' Resist/ to the Utmost 


When tho matter was called to tho attention 


of tho council the city passed a vigorous ord 
nance against this practice, and the police have 
boon diligent in enforcing it. It has only been 
necessary to cause an arrest on rare occasions, 
and has resulted in saving the city many suits, 
and probably large sums for damages. During 
my torm the city has been obliged to defend a 
large number of cases in the circuit court, but 
tho committee early instructed me that when 
suit was once resorted to if 1 found that the 
city was not in fault, to resist it to the utmost. 


This instruction I have followed to tho best 


of my ability, with tho result that during the 
past five years the city has been successful in 
resisting every claim for damage on which suit 
has been instituted. Our experience in the 
matter has been peculiarly fortunate. I believe 
that our plan, if such it may ba called, has 
been hi rgoly responsible, for the result. ;ln the 
first phice wo have tried to keep our streets and 
sidewalks in good repair. 
Secondly, wo have 


tried to fully inform ourselves at once as soon 
as an accident occurred. 
Under tho old law wlicro.the .law. allowed sir- 


t.y days for the giving 'of. notice' was often 
abused. Attorneys would -withhold tho notico 
until the last day, in order,to keep tho facts 
from the ollicers of the municipality. Often the 
condition of the highway' had entirely changed 
and it was almost possible to prepare a defense. 
This was true in the case of Benson against the 
city of Madison, whore tha notico was not 
served unil the fifty-ninth day. The .condition 
of tho street had wholly changed and it was al- 
most impossible to -prepare a defense. The 
plainUJl was very badly injured and injured for 
life. 
On an appeal to the Supremo court tho judg- 


ment was .'reversed and tho cnsp dismissed. It 
that case.ftlie attorneys fpr- thB 'plaintiff, bold 
the:uotice-ior iif£y-nino- 'days, although the no. 
tico was "sworn to within ten-days of.tor the iu 
jury.

Many others that have some merit in them 


are settled, 'others are tried in tho Circuit 
court and a conclusion reached. Many attor- 
leys instituting these suits rely largely for their 
lope of success in tho well known fact that 
uries are easily influenced and prejudiced in 
'aror of a private individual, who has received, 
an injury, especially if he bo poor, as against a 
municipal corporation. They rely on tho fact 
that men's projudiees are more easily aroused 
and' their sympathy appealed to than their 
judgment, and with tho great majority of men 
prejudice and sympathy easily outweigh jndg- 
moot. Some of the best known railroad law- 
yers, recognizing this fact in the trial of actions 
against railroad corporations, seek only to get 
error into tho case, hoping by' repeated trials to

London, June 8.—Telegraphing irbm 


Tien-Tsin, under date . of ..June .6t a. 
correspondent says:. "I left.Tien-Tsin 
this morning, en route for .Peking,,.ac- 
companied by General Nieh, supposed 
to be one of the best of .the Chinese 
generals, with sixty troops. We pro- 
ceeded to Lola, a distance of thirty- 
one, miles! We found the plate-la'yers' 
cabins in flames and telegrap.h poles 
cut, and men engaged in destroying 
others in villages 
near the railway, 


where flags were seen bearing the in- 
scription, 'Kill all foreigners.' 


"I saw smoke, evidently from burn- 


ing houses, in the distance, but Gen- 
eral Nieh' refused to proceed further, 
being in mortal fear of the Boxers, 
though the foreigners endeavored to 
persuade him to disentrain his troops,,

the war was over, inasmuch as the 
capital had been taken. 


"The capital!" exclaimed Mr. Kru- 


ger, with energy. "What is a capital? 
It -does not consist of any particular 
collection of bricks and mortar. The 
capital ot the republic, the peat of gov- 
ernment, is hore in this car. There is 


. no magic about any special site. Our 


country is invaded, it is true, but it ;s 
not conquered. The government is 
•still effective." 


EXPECT 130ERS WILL . FIGHT. 


British Sec Signs That the Unrgliers 


Regard ' Themselves tfar from lleuten. 
London, June 8. — Interest In the war 


in South Africa again centers in the 
Orange river colony, where a force of 
6,00 burghers, under President Steyn, 
Is actively threatening the British line 
of communications between Bloemfon- 
tein and Pretoria. Reports indicate 
that Gen. Ruridle and Gen. Brabant, 
•who nave been in the territory around 
Ficksburg, are now compelled to re- 
tire slightly -to the south, apparently 
to make it possible for the British 
troops commanded by Gens. Methuen 
and Clements to deploy in a semicircle 
from Heilbron to Fieksburg, for the 
purpose of joining the colonial force at 
the latter point in a movement to 
envelop President Steyn's army, which 
is advancing on Winburg. • With tha 
news of the burghers' resurrection in 
the Orange river colony, comes word 
that the railway has been destroyed 
for many miles south of the Vereenig- 
ing and Meyerton.menacing Lord Rob-, 
erts' line between Johannesburg and 
the river. 
London expects that the 


latest advices from the field marshal 
will report the beginning of operations 
for the purpose of effecting a junction 
with Gen. Buller in the Laing's nek 
region. This movement is necessary, 
not only 'to relieve Gen. Buller's front, 
but to provide a new line of communi- 
cation through Natal to the seaboard. 
It is believed that when the Boers.now 
holding Gen. Buller in check.are press- 
ed by Lord Roberts' columns, advanc- 
ing from the west, there will be a gen- 
eral trek northward for a final stand 
in the Lydenbeurg mountains. 
The 


'burghers opposing Sir Reavers Buller 
are commanded by Gen. Botha. There 
is no news as to the whereabouts or 
intentions of President Kruger. 
The 


Transvaal executive 
apparently has 


his hand on the throttle of the state 
engine, und there are not lacking 
signs in- every direction that there is 
plenty of hard fighting in store for her 
majesty's troops.

The po- 
licemen were standing beside a patrol 
wagon trying to 'beat back a crowd of 
howling rioters which had intercepted 
a car at Kossuth and Glasgow avenue 
when the shooting began. About flve 
shots were fired by persons in -the 
ci;ow-d, and Coates fell at the first fire. 
The bullet struck liim in the back, and 
seems to have produced a fatal wound. 
Two other officers were also shot, and 
one of these may die.

COMPOUND MACHINE GUN. 


Deadly .Features ot One In-rented n-y 


fi Doy. 


Herman H. Toll, a boy of Clarinda, 


la., has invented a compound machine 
gun which has excited the interest of 
Congressman W. P. Hepburn, who is 
said to be impressed wltji its deadly 
possibilities. 


The gun or guns consist of 144 ri- 


fles of small bore, which are mounted 
In a carriage resembling a mover's 
wagon, says the New York World. The 
muzzles point out of the rear of the 
wagon and are arranged in 12 tiers, 
with 12 guns _in a tier. 


All of these guns are connected by a 


lever, by one movement of which all 
the guns may be loaded, fired and the 
shells ejected. One operator can work 
the guns. Toll declares that at a mile 
range the gun can scatter bullets over 
ft distance of 248 feet, putting a bullet 
every two feet. The compound gun, be 
declares, has a capacity of S,C40 bullets 
a minute.
